Last nite I turned over the "newer" R390A and started troubleshooting 
in earnets. Turns out it had been hacked more than imagined -- 

PTO has been solly-stated, and an IC audio amp had been added to help 
out the original as far as driving a modern low-impedance speaker. 
And a few other things. 


So, imagine my amazement when the reason for its totally dad performance 
tuirned out to be a TUBE, namely the 6BA6 last IF amp! WIth an NIB RCA 
replacement, it is now a very "hot" revr! FUnny, it played for half an 
hour when I brought it home, before that tube expired. It had the original 
military 5xxx type number, so may have been born with the set. 


Power supply has been silcon-diodized, with a 50 ohm series resistor. 


I'm in no hurry to scarf up 2 more 25Z6s to restore it to original 
(would be easy) -- don’t need the heat or expense. 


Front end alignment was already pretty good, but playing with the 
panel of xtal trimmers worked miracles! SOme of those trimmers had probably never 
been touched since the factory. 


I thought the previous owner had bypassed the AC on/off switch, but turns 
out the microswitch taht rides on the FUnction switch sticks sometimes. 
Anybody got any ideas? 


Biggest problem is the BFO and product detector (buried under the IF 
subchassis, which I haven't yanked yet) are dead. Maybe I'll leave the 

other R390A set for SSB/CW (it has a prod detector hack whose little relay 
must be manually put in onepostiion or the other) and use this one for AM. 

It does overload a little on strong AM stations, sow ill have to work on that. 


PTO tracking on this one is much better than on my previous set. 

Made by "Cosmotron" of Long Island, NY, as opposed to "Progresstron" 

on my older one. Oops, that's "Cosmos Industries" or something like that. 
EIther they or I have been watching too many ‘50s sci-fi flicks.

Heh heh, even better news! Last nite I noticed that the BFO Pitch 
shaft was sticking out from the panel a bit. After turning it about 3 times, 
what do I hear but good old BFO whistle on the AM station I had tuned in! 


Seems this particular knob and panel are missing the built-in limit 
stop that holds the knob to within +- 3 KC rotation, and it had 
gotten cranked out about 3 extra turns! I'm lucky the little PTO wasn't damaged. 


So for all its hacks, I now have a completely operational R390A, 
except that the 13 MC xtal appears dead. That band is dead quiet, 


and turning the trimmer for 13 MC has no effect. 


Anyone want to sell me a spare xtal? Well, first I'll pop open the box 


and see if it's just loose in the holder, etc. 


BTW, the product detector hack was well done in terms of volume matching -- 
if you zero-beat an AM station and cut the BFO in and out, you hear 

no change in volume. My only complaint is that on AM the detector definitely 
overloads a bit, and turning down the IF Gain doesn't seem to help much. 

That control was wide open, but the previous owner may have done that 

to compensate for that near-dead 6BA6. 


And another good point -- the limiter seems to work with BFO on.

I just picked up an HQ-180A last week and have been going thru it myself, in 
fact, 

it took me all evening last night to align the first three bands on the rig! Of 
course I was being "picky" about the alignment, using a Yaesu YC-500S freq 
counter 

on the output of the SG-85/URM-25D and resetting the main tuning dial using 

a magnifying glass to find the center of the lines, etc...so far, so good, the 
dials on those three bands are reasonably accurate representations of where 
the rig is tuned...am going to have to do this to the HQ-180 I have that has 
never been very close. It seems as if the sensitivity has gone up, the 
distortion 

on audio has gone down, and looks like I'll be able to find stations fairly 
accurately with it, though, by no means as easy as using a Collins receiver... 


The dials on this 180A had a bit of grunge on them that yellowed them a bit, 


I used a mild soloution of dishwashing liquid and water to clean them and they 
look clean and white now, you may try this, but be careful not to get the 
detergent too strong... 


Sorry it took so long to reply on this subject, just been too busy with 
cleaning 

out an estate of junque to really spend much time writing...but, I should have 
some real interesting test gear for the group, anybody need a working TS-15A/AP 
Gauss meter made by Marion Fluxmeter?

"Mosquito?" How many still have one? I decided to post this 
after I used mine a couple of days ago to test some surplus 
headsets; all the printing on the barrel disappeared years ago, 
but otherwise it's in great shape and still works like new (I 
bought mine in 1964). Even found the data sheet, which is 98% 
complete (edges partially eaten by silverfish!). 


I guess its age qualifies it as a potential "boatanchor," 


For those who don't know, the "Mosquito" is a pocket-sized 


Signal source which runs on a AAA battery and is the size of one 

of those modern yuppie-type "fat" fountain pens (you know, the $50 
jobs). The body is chrome-plated brass, the top cap unscrews to 
replace the battery, and the probe tip also unscrews for 

"proximity" testing without direct electrical contact to the circuit 
under test. Slide the clip down to turn it on; the output is a 1 kHz 
square wave which has harmonics well up into the HF band, and the 
output level is a volt or two peak (I'll have to verify that). 

Great for quick continuity checks or signal tracing of AF, IF and 

RF circuits. 


BTW, the new price was $9.95 in 1964.

AN/USN-3A Test-Tool Set. Within its 10" x 9" x 7" case is contained 
a complete assortment of basic troubleshooting and repair tools - 
including what appears to be the military's functional equivalent of 
the Mosquito. This is the SG-23/U which is indeed the size and shape 
of a large diameter fountain pen. I'm not sure what was in the 
Mosquito but I believe the '23/U contains a high frequency vibrator 
as a Signal source.

It was 
living on a poorly secured shelf with a bunch of other BA stuff when 
the earthquake of 1989 hit San Francisco. Down came the shelf and 
everything on it. The '3A suffered - a bent carrying handle.

As far as being a technological curmudgeon goes, I stick with what 
works, and adopt new technologies when they offer genuine value.

Way back in the 1960's, I had an HQ180AC and a friend down the block had 
an HQ145. We had similar antennas (long wires). I could always pick 
up SW broadcast stations earlier and longer than he could. They were a bit 
easier to copy on the 180 with a bit better sensitivity and selectivity. 
Both radios were "optimised" by the same technician. The 145 was not as 
prone to severe power line noise we both experienced. 

The 180 had the clock, so it could turn itself on and warm up and 
be ready to go when I got home. My friend had to wait. 

Used prices in 1968 were not too far apart on the 180 & 145. Tune up 
and tweaking prices was also the same. I did get more money for mine 
when I sold it (bad idea) than my friend did for the 145. 

Both were very good day-in, day-out radios. We found them much nicer 
than the HQ100s we tried.

Is anyone using a Globe King 500B/C on 160 meters? I'm having a 
bit of trouble getting a 500C to load on that band. 


Part of the problem is that L6 is missing (the "L" in the Pi-L 
output network on 160). I'm working on a replacement, assuming 
13 turns of #14 wire on a 2 1/2 form spaced to a coil length of 
1 3/8". 


In any event, without L6 I thought I might be able to use my 
L-network tuner (Ten-Tec), but am not having any luck. 


The PI-L output network is limited to a 300 ohm load. So to get 
there from a 50 ohm antenna I should be able to use a simple L network 
(capacitive input) or maybe a 6:1 unun ????

On Friday in this thread, Larry and I were talking about home-made 
straight keys, and I had done some scribbling on graph paper. 


Saturday, I measured my J-38 and compared my scribbled spacings, and lo 
and behold! Everything was within 1/16" of the J-38 spacings. (I have a 
good visual memory but couldn't have done that if I'd been xtrying;* they 
were just plausible distances for a first approximation.) 


Over the rest of the weekend and the past two days (my "weekend"), I 
built the thing, and it works like a champ! There's still some final 
finish work, some of the pieces want squared up better and polished and 
the masonite base has yet to get a coat of black wrinkle paint, but the 
basic job's done. 


Five pieces of 3/16"x3/8" hollow brass stock, two 1" brass angle 
brackets, two brass spacers drilled to 1/8" ID and a short piece of 1/8" 
brass rod, plus assorted 6-32 hardware and a small spring. Turns out 
there are plastic knobs of nearly the precise right dimensions for a key, 
too. I'll make drawings & shoot a photo or two if anyone's interested. 
One thing for sure, solid brass stock would have made the job easier and 
I'd suggest it to anyone wanting to make such a key. Soldering nuts 
inside hollow brass is a xnastyx job! :) 


Anyway, it can be done and it's fun. While on the job, I started on

Hey gang, 
I have tried several things in the past. 
1) Leave the material exposed to fresh dry air for as long as 
it takes to remove the smell (LOOOONG time). 
2) Line a garbage can with a high grade plastic bag--the kind 
that does not outgas a lot. Put a small amount of camphor 
or mothballs in the bottom, place the material in it so that 
it is not too close. Keep a nose on this. It could take 
days or weeks. 
3) Do the above, but use a dried potpori fragrence (works to 
hide the mustiness but you must be able to stand the 
smell of lavendar. 
These methods all assume that there is no mold formed on the paper. 
If that is the case, the operation is much more difficult since the 
smell and the cause must both be eliminated.

This very topic is what got me started as being the "chemist" of the 
group. You might search the archives for around the first of this year on 
the topic of killing mildew, which is actually what is causing the smell 
and doing the damage to the scrapbooks. 


My suggestion involved the use of paradichlorobenzene (para moth flakes), 
which is fairly nasty to be exposed to. Of course, mildew is difficult to 
kill so you have to use something strong. 


If you have plenty of time, seal the scrapbooks in polyethylene garbage 
bags with a generous handful of para. The para might attack plastic 
(vinyl) simulated-leather, photographs, etc. if it is in direct contact 
with them, so wrap the para in a small cloth rag before placing in the 
garbage bag. Pack the bags in a cardboard box and leave them a few months 
in the basement. To make things work a little faster, place the bags in 
bright sunlight for a few days. This will evaporate the para and 
distribute it faster. You will still have to wait several weeks for the 
para to fully penetrate the books and kill the mildew even if you use this 
technique. 


After removing the books, let them air out a few days before they are 
handled. Avoid breathing the para fumes as much as possible. If you are 
in a hurry, dig out my previous post but remember that the solution you 
will be spraying is very flammable and toxic. Napthalene moth balls will 
NOT work to kill mildew; you have to use the older PARA flakes. It would 
still be a good idea to go back and read my safety warnings about para 
too.

Fellow Boatanchorites: 
Regarding Vibroplex bugs, I *thinkx the following is true: 


(a) The standard Lightning Bug of the mid-'30s had a black enamel 

base ("japanned") and nickle-plated metal parts, with pin-striping 
on the base and a "lightning bolt" motif inside each corner of the 
pin-striping. 


(b) Sometime in the late '30s the base was changed from black 
enamel to black wrinkle. 


(c) Sometime after (2) occurred the plating was changed from nickel 
to chrome. 


(d) Therefore, there was a period of time (probably short) when the 
Lightning Bug was made with a black wrinkle base, but still with 
nickel-plated parts. 


Now, I have seen Lightning bugs from the ‘40s with a black 
wrinkle base and chrome plating, and they have no pin-striping. 
However, I have a late '30s era Lightning Bug with a black wrinkle 
base and *xnickel-platingx and it xdoes* have faint pin-striping and 
lightning bolts on it. 


QUESTIONS: 


1) Has anyone else ever seen a Vibroplex (Lightning Bug or any 
other variety) with pin-striping on a black wrinkle base? 


2) Is this particular iteration common, uncommon, or rare?
